Correspondent Finds All

DUBLIN, May 4.—A careful inquiry 
into the Irish situation leads to the 
Conclusion that imperial conscription 
is to be resisted.

He said that one of the chief advan- 
tages of the action would be the re- 
lease of much locomotive power for 
other than passenger rvice, which 
would be a great factor in relieving 
traffic congestion. Information from 
Washington explained tHat the con-

The wartime deuteny inphides con- 
servation of the wild greens, such. tons 
of which are to be found even within 
the: bordef& of our largest ‘cities. It 
means the salvaging of commercially 
grown foods delayed and partly spoiled 
in transit. A wonderful public work 
was done by women of Wealth and 
influence in New York last summer in 
saving such foods, by conserving: them 
in cans or by drying them.

_ A Wartime Stew. : 
‘There is one sort of recipe whic 


may be so developed as to save three. 


out of the fotr foods we are exhorted 
to save—wheat, meat, and fats. This 
is the Stew. It is one of the few dishes 
in which a little meat may be made 
to go the farthest. A wartime stew 
which contains a great deal of potato 
Saves wheat as well.as meat, and none 
of the bit of fat used in a stew is lost. 
You c&n get on without eating bread 
or crackers with this sort of a. stew, 
and without making dumplings for it. 
We might use rite or barley or some 


other cereal instead of the potato, but 


if we save these for bread, and use 
them as well as the potato in making 
bread, we are getting down to a diet 
on a wartime basis. | 

The stew has always been a great 
dish for army or soldier use, because 
into it can be put practically all the 
ingredients needed‘for a complete meal. 
Count Rumford and many other men of 
scientific eminence have worked on the 
stew to perfect it as a whoJe meal. The 
starchy food in it is better than any 
coli bread, unless the latter is of the 
most palatable sort, and also because 
with some starchy substances in it 
more fat can be added. In addition to 
all these advantages it may contain 
the mineral bearing vegetables, which 
are bearers both of present gratifica- 
tion in the way of flavor and promo- 
ters of future health. 7 

Ever since we entere@ the war great 
emphasis has been placed and is now 
being placed on the using of cottage 
cheese as a meat substitute, and: as a 
way of saving a great deal of our ‘most 
valuable food that might otherwise go 
to waste. It has been the habit of 
Americans until within a few years to 
feed all the sour milk .to pigs and 
chickens, and perhaps too many do it 
yet, althqugh the family table suffers 
greatly because this is not served or

In proof of this statement, I am offer- 
ing the following retipes, some of 
which are wheatless.

IN THE KITCHEN CABINET. 
ANG near the sink everything . 
ordinarily wanted there—can 
openers, cream siphons, milk 
bottle openers, soft drink open- 
_ers—and near the stove an assortment » 
'oef spoons set in @ littlé rack which 
has on an upper shelf distinctive shak- 
erg for’ salt, black pepper, cayenne, 
paprika, and celery salt, used in sea- 
soning soups and gravies on the ‘fire. 

A kitchen cabinet built to order can 
be made to hold every single thing— 
both utensils and supplies—used in 
bread, » and cakemaking and 
fine cookery, except milk, butter, arf 
lard. The absolute ideal would be a 
cabinet which had at the middle a tiny 
sink with hot and cold water and a 
small gas-ring for melting butter and 
chocolate. This yous be drawing it 
pretty fine. 

The top of the caliibinet should be 
covered by the mixing slab of white 
porcelain or glass. Marble is already 
old fashioned. Shapely desk ends pre- 
vent dishes being pushed off. From 
one side a flour barrel pivots out, of- 
fering bread flour; on the other a dou- 
ble tip bin takes care of sugar and 
pastry flour in a zine lining. Or the 
pastry flour may, be in an upright sift- 
er which delivers a sifted pint in a 
known number of turns of a crank. 

Glass doored cupboards above hold 
spices, extracts, vinegar, and molasses 
in small quantities—all in glass, 
the amount may be seen without open- 
ing the containers.

Once more troops poured from 
the carriage and they were fired on as 
they ran toward Envin village. Alto- 
gether between 600 and, 700®rounds 
were, fired by the two machines, and 
the total casualties can scarcely have 
been less than 100. Neither of the 
two raiders was attacked, and it is 
worth noting, as proof of the complete 
demoralization caused, that one of the 
pilots confessed that, the ground being 
suitable, he had been tempted bi land 
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to obtain identifications. Fortunately, 
perhaps, he refrained from this act of 
rashness, 

Subsequently more raiders from the 
main party attacked Libercourt sta- 
tion. This was at about 2 p. m., so 
necessarily swift is the conduct of such 
operations.

T 1s )vitally important that the wells of publid 
opinion should be kept free from the poison of 
treasonable or seditious propaganda. © Congress 
has ample authority to provide for the punishment 
of seflitious utterances as well as seditious acts. If the 
enemy's efforts to spread its propaganda succeed, it 
is due to our own supineness. There is no lack of 
constitutional power to deal with these efforts. As 
Lincoln said: “I can ho more be persuaded that the 
government can take no strong measures in time of 
rebellion, because it can be shown that the same 
could not be lawfully taken in time of peace, than 
I can be persuaded that a particular drug is not goed 
medicine for a sick man because it cannot -” shown 
to be good medicine for a well one.” 


The remark obviously applies as well in the case of 
war with a foreign foe, I fully agree that in places 
where the courts are appropriately performing their 
functions and the administration of justice remains 
unobstructed, these normal processes should not be 
displaced by military tribunals to try civilians. Our 
judicial processes have not yet broken down, and we 
still have confidence jin their adequacy to punish 
treason and sedition. But treason and sedition must 
be punished, and punished promptly. Constitutional 
power is adequate. The defense and preservation of 
fhe nation is a tundar nental principle of the constti- 
tution.

The growing petulance with which the demon- 
strations and manifestations of the I. W. W. are 
coming to be vier ed in America, evidenced in the 
desire to get special laws to deal with them, is ex- 
plicable.

venomous shafts of partisan malice seldom hit the 
mark, the country cannot afford to turn its destiny 
over to any one who is guaranteed immunity from 
eandid criticism, : 

It goes without saying that the country should have 
the facts. #lainly, there are matters which for mili- 
tary reasons must be concealed so as not to aid the 
enemy. But any one o conceals facts, even in 
wartime, has a beory jhe of proof as to the ne- 
cessity for such concealment. 

Furnishing material f r criticism is by no means the 
sare thing as giving ajd and comfort to the enemy. 
Let the truth be kgiowb. The anxiety should be not 
to avoid disclosures, but rather to prevent error.

lated by motorists at least a thou- 
sand times a day—sufficiently to 
test the patience of almost any 
traffic officer.

place in any public street or alley

In most cases, when a motorist is 
brought into court, ignorance of the 
law is offered as an excuse. James T. 
Igoe, our city clerk, has come to the 
rescue of those motorists who are 
willing to obey the law if they knew it. 

Mr. Igoe has compiled a booklet con 
taining a copy of all the laws govern- 
ing automobile drivers. This may be 
had at his office on application. 

Aside from ignorance of the law. the 
explanation most frequently offered is 
carelessness. “I did not realize I was 
there that long.” 

Then come the following excuses: 

“I went to see my physician (dentist, 
lawyer, or customer) and he kept me 
waiting,” 

“I went to the depot for my passen- 
ger and his train was late.” 

“My passenger just ran in to do 
some shopping and remained longer 
than she expected.” 

Some say they sought information 
from a police officer and were told they

“At 6 months of age the average 
well baby boy is 26% inches long and 
weighs eighteen pounds; he is fed at 
the breast not oftener than every four 
hours, If he is not fed in the natural 
way, the milk ‘givem him should be 
pure and clean and modified under the 
direction of a physician. He sleeps 
from sixteen to eighteen hours a day 
in a well ventilated room or out of 
doors; he waves his arms and legs 
about vigorously and sits up for. short 
periods. His clothes should be light 
and not binding-on his arms and legs; 
he can grasp things and follow ob- 
jects with his eyes. He smiles and 


coos and his color is good. He should 
“be happy, and should be kept warm 


in winter and cool in summer. 
“At 1 year the average baby 
weighs 21% pounds and is 29% inches 
long. He should have four meals a 
day, With milk twice, cereal, puree of 
vegetable, baked potato and toast. He 
sleeps ¢welve hours at night and has 
a nap of three to four hours a day. 
He has four to six teeth. He can 
raise himself on his feet and will walk 
then and soon after, though he rarely 
talks more at that age than to say 
‘Ma-ma’ or ‘Pa-pa.’ | Lf 
The Two Year Stage. __ 
“A normal 2 year old baby is say- 
ing and combining words, and is walk- 
ing condfiently. The fontanel (the 
soft spot of the. head) has closed at 
8 months. He sleeps twelve hours 
and has a nap of two to three hours. 
He is normally on the move all the 
time and into everything—this must 
not be regarded as naughtiness. He 
should | have three meals a day and 
nothing between meals but water, and 
not more than a pint of milk a day. 
The simplest playthings are the best 
for him—blocks, sand, and things 
which will give free scope to his imagi- 
nation. His weight is 27% pounds 
and his height is 33% inches.
